testing. But Alfred Sze, the Chinese 
Minister, stated formally yesterday that 
China stands ready to negotiate sepa- 
rately with the United States if the 
American government will make its 
position clear and confirm its readiness 
to negotiate by naming a delegation 
satisfactory to the Chinese. 

Mr. Sze refrain: | from any criticism 
of the Kellogg statement and restricted 
his explanations and his formal state- 
ment to a discussion of the Chinese 
position. This outline of China’s view- 
point, however, showed conclusively 
that America must give some clear 
indication of, what its policy will be 
toward China’s national program of 
ridding herself of the unequal pacts be- 
fore those who are representing all 
factions of China in foreign affairs 
agree to send their best men to the 
United States to negotiate. But it was 
clearly shown that if China is reas- 
sured as to the prospective practicabil- 
ity of the negotiations, a representa- 
tive Chinese delegation will be named 
| without delay. 


United on National Program. 


No difficulty is expected in finding a 
Chinese delegation which would repre-. 
sent the unanimous aspirations of the 
Chinese nation, it is declared, for the 
reason that all shades of opinion in 
China are now united on the national 
program of rescuing the nation’s sov- 
erignity from foreign control., Only in 
case some effort were made to go coun- 
ter to this national program, would 
there be disagreement, if not over- 
whelming refusal to sacrifice the prin- 
ciples of nationalism, it is added. But 
the change of status in China must be 
recognized, it is pointed out, Mr. Sze 
adding: , 
“We have been asking for a change 
of status for a quarter of a century.” 
In the formal statement, the Minis- 
ter firmly asserts that China can no 
longer tolerate the unequal treaties 
and clearly indicates that China will 
terminate these treaties herself unless 
the powers agree to abrogate them. 
There are ways of terminating anti- 
quated treaties by international law, 
Mr. Sze states, referring to the principle 
of elementary international law which 
stipulates that treaties automatically 
become terminated when changed con- 
ditions make it no longer possible for 
their provisions to be carried out. How- 
ever, the Minister states that China 


would prefer not to abrogate the trea- 
ties by violent means.

‘March Against Shanghai 
By Cantonese Abandoned 


Britain Hands Terms Granting Many Demands to 
Northern and Southern Governments—Americans 
Minimize Danger—Preparations by Naval Men. 


London, Jan. 28 (By A. P.).—A 

Shanghai dispatch to the Daily Ex- 
press reports that the plans of the 
Cantonese army have been suddenly 
changed, indicating abandonment of 
their intention to advance on Shang- 
hal. The dispatch says that all na- 
tionalist troops have left or are about 
to leave Chekiang, through which they 
have been advancing in the direction 
of Shanghai. 
Peking, Jan. 28 (By A. P.).—Great 
Britain notified both the Peking and 
nationalist governments today that 
Britain was disposed to grant a large 
share of the rights which the Chinese 
contended were theirs. 

Minister Miles Lampson presented 
the British proposals to Marshal Chang 
Tso-Lin and the Peking government at 
the northern capital, while Charge 
a’Affaires Owen-Malley handed simi- 
lar proposals to Eugene Chen, foreign 
minister of the nationalist, or Canton- 
ese, government &t Hankow. 

While nothing official was obtainable 
concerning the British proposals, it is 
believed that ,they offered virtually to 
give up the British concessions as such 
at Hankow and Tientsin and to substi- 
tute therefor international settlements 


in which the Chinese would have a 
very large voice in government of the 
municipalities. 

These territories would become some- 
what like the former German conces- 
sions, but apparently with safeguards 
regarding, the efficient administration 
qf them, and in regard to foreign rep- 
resentation in the councils. 

The British, it is reported, argued 
that inasmuch as the northerners had 
been prepared to act more moderately 
in advancing their national aspirations 
and had not proposed the tearing up 
of treaties, as had been threatened by 
some southerners, the northerners must 
be conceded all that was granted to the 
nationalist foreign minister, Chen, by 
Charge O'Malley.

MANY LIVES ARE TAKEN 
BY OT ORM IN SGOTLAND 


Eight Are Killed and 100 In- 
jured in Glasgow Alone; 
Wind Hits Other Cities. 


Glasgow, Scotland, Jan. 28 (By A. P.). 
Eight persons were killed and 100 in- 
jured in Glasgow alone today in a 
southerly hurricane which swept Great 
Britain from Land’s End, the south- 
ernmost of England, to John o’ Groats, 
on the northernmost tip of Scotland. 
The storm was especially severe in 
Scotland and the districts north of 
Edinburgh, as well as all Ireland and 
the Scilly isles were completely cut off 
from telegraphic and telephonic com- 
munication with London. 

Three men are reported to have been 
buried in the ruins of a warehouse. 
in Glasgow. Four persons lost their 
lives in another collapse, and two tene- 
ment houses fell. 

The weather observatory at Renfrew 
registered a record gust of 102 miles 
an hour. 

Several old houses collapsed in Glas- 
gow and pedestrians and vehicles were 
tossed about. Street cars were over- 
turned and a section of the roof of the 


Railroad station was lifted. 
Firemen were busy all day extricating 
victims from the debris and ambulances 
were busy handling street casualties 


caused by the showers of wreckage. Po- 


lice had to barricade the most danger- 
ous points.

The President’s views were made 
known in response to criticism, both by 
members of Congress and civic spokes- 
mén, that local appointments are in 
nearly all instances persons whose 
names have not been publicly men- 
tioned in the public discussion of the 
possible appointees. 

For the President, it was said that 
every One asking to be heard has al- 
ways been given a hearing and that all 
recommendations are given careful con- 
sideration. The procedure has been, it 
was said, to canvass all names and 
make a searching inquiry of all persons 
suggested. 

Comment, however, was refused on 
the question of why William McK. Clay- 
ton, indorsed* by organized citizens for 
the position of people’s counsel of the 
public utilities commission, was reject- 
ed, and there was na-indication that 
he is now being considered after the 
withdrawal of the nomination of Blaine 
Mallan. No selection has been made 
either’ for this place, the spokesman 
said, or for the municipal court judge- 
ship made vacant by the death of Judge 
Charles V. Meehan. 

Cites Legal Restrictions. 


The President’s view that local ap- 
pointments are handicapped was re- 
Stated. Regarding the utility appoint- 
ment, it was said, there is even some 
question as to whether a man who has 
a telephone contract is eligible. In fact, 
under @ strict interpretation of the pro- 
vision of the utility act, it was said, 
a person who has purchased street-car 
tickets might be disqualified. The pur- 
chase of street-car tickets might be con- 
strued as the negotiation of a contract 
with the utility, it was explained. 

The act creating the public utilities 
commission provides that no one shall 
be appointed either to the commission 
or a8 people’s counsel who has had any 
contractual relations with public util- 
ities for a period of five years. It 
also provides that the appointees 
must have been bona fide residents 
of the District for three years. 

While the President’s appointments 
to the utilities commission are evi- 
dence of the fact that he has not ap- 
plied his strict interpretation of the 
law, the two extreme cases were cited 
as examples of the handicaps under 
which he labors. These handicaps ap- 
ply with equal force, it was said, to his 
local judicial appointments.

FLAMES DISCOVERED 
DURING CADET DANCE 


100 Girls, Some From Here, 
Guests at Party, Help to 
Prevent Spread. 


Fire last .night destroyed the bar- 
racks of Charlotte Hall Military acad- 
emy in St. Mary’s county, Md. The 
heroic efforts of the 75 students, the 
faculty and volunteer firemen saved 
the other buildings. Damage was es- 
timated at $65,000. 

Two students suffered minor in- 
juries. They are Lacey Zapf, 16 years 
old, of 3417 Quebec street northwest, 
Washington, who received a wrenched 
ankle, and Guy F. Stonestreet, 18 
years old, of New York, a badly cut 
leg. 

The academy’s midyear dance was in 
progress in the gymnasium when the 
fire was discovered in the electric light 
plant. About 100 girls from Washing- 
ton, Annapolis and towns in the county 
and 40 male friends of students wereé 
present. 

The military training received by the 
students at the academy became evi- 
dent as soon as the alarm was sounded. 
A uniformed bugler sounded the fire 
call and the cadets deserted their 
sweethearts temporarily and organized 
a bucket brigade. 


Handicapped in Fight. 


They were handicaped from the 
start. First by lack of light, except the 
glare from the flames, and then by a 
shortage of water. The lights failed 
when fire wrecked the lighting plant. 
It is believed a short circuit caused 
the fire. 

The chief supply of water was cut off 
when the flames roared through the 
barracks, destroying sections A, B 
and C. 

The Zapf and Stonestreet. boys were 
injured when they jumped with their 
belongings from windows in the bar- 
racks. Six students were in their quar- 
ters when the fire broke out. 

Most of the equipment in the bar- 
racks was saved. Several thousand 
rounds of ammunition were moved 
from its storehouse nearby. 

The girls did what they could to 
help the cadets battle the blaze. Al- 
though in their best party dresses, 
they “gave a hand” to the bucket bri- 
gade.

Formal resolutions of impeachment 
charging Judge Frank Cooper, of the 

Northern district of New York, with 
abuse of his office and as being unfit 
to continue on the bench, due to his 
consent in ‘undercover’ prohibition 
work, were added yesterday to the two 
resolutions demanding investigation 
looking to impeachment that are now 
before the House judiciary conimittee.

Denies Florida Report. 


At the same time a denial was given 
to the report from Fort Lauderdale, 
Fla., that an agent there had operated 
a still in order to make cases, and Gen. 
Andrews said he had done everything 
he could to make the conduct of pro- 
hibition agents lawful, decent and dig- 
nified, so that they would commend 
themselves to the public. 

He intimated the report relative to 
his resignation had originated from 
sources that desired to embarrass the 
legislative program which the prohibi- 
tion officials now are trying to get 
through Congress. 

Representative LaGuardia’s fight to 
get his impeachment indictment re- 
ferred to the committee on judiciary 
precipitated one of the liveliest sessions 
that the lower House has seen in some 
time.

STORMY SESSION IS HELD 


(By the Associated Press.) 


A move in the House foreign affairs 
committee yesterday to report the Fair- 
child resolution indorsing the adminis- 
tration’s Nicaraguan-Mexican policy 
was blocked by Democrats absenting 


| themselves from the committee room to 
| prevent the presence of a quorum. 


After a stormy session, during which 
Representative Linthicum, of Maryland, 
the ranking Democrat, stamped out of 
the room in protest against what he 
said was “a gag move” by Republicans, 
the committee voted, 8 to 1, to report 
the resolution. There are 21 members 
of the committee, and 11 are needed 
for a quorum. 

Representative Connally, of Texas, 
the only Democrat remaining when the 
roll was called, cast the negative vote. 
He then objected to the vote on the 
ground that a quorum was not present, 
and was sustained by Chairman Porter. 

The Republicans charged the Demo- 
crats with deliberately absenting them- 
selves from the committee room, and 
Connally did: not deny the charge. He 
said he regretted to vote against the 
resolution,. but the position taken by 
the majority had made it necessary for 
him to do so. The minority want more 
information on the Nicaraguan-Mexi- 
can situation, he said, and want Secre- 
tary Kellogg to appear and give them 
such information. He insisted commit- 
teemen could not indorse the Presi- 
dent’s position until they knew more 
about it.

Not Receiving Recognition 
DuesHer, New Governor

Pennsylvania is not receiving the 
recognition which is her due from her 
sister States, Gov. John S. Fisher, of 
Pennsylvania, declared last night in an 
address at the reception and ball of the 
Pennsylvania State society at the Wil- 
lard hotel.

Strongly voicing his protest against 
the treatment which, he stated, Penn- 
sylvania’s representatives have suffered 
at the hands of representatives of other 
States in the Union, Gov. Fisher as- 
serted “the Commonwealth does not 
propose to brook further insults of this 
nature, and is entitled to fairer and 
more equitable attention due to her 
rank and power. Gov. Fisher, it was 
presumed, referred to the recent action 
of the Senate in refusing to confirm 
the appointnemt of Cyrus E. Woods, 
friend of the executive, as interstate 
commerce commissioner. 

The governor’s statements were éen- 
thusiastically indorsed by an audience 
of approximately 500 persons, who 
applauded repeatedly. Reference to 
Secretary of the Treasury Mellon, who 
occupied a seat in the gubernatorial 
box, was greeted with similar ovations. 
Representative Clyde Kelly, of Pennsyl- 
vania, president of the society, intro- 
duced the speaker. A musical program 
was presented during intervals by Louis 
Caton, of New York.

Berlin, Jan. 28 (By A. P.).—President 
Von Hindenburg’s ardent wish for a 
bourgeois coalition cabinet with lean- 
ings to the right was fulfilled late to- 
day when Chancellor Marx presented 
the names of a ministry to succeed the 
government defeated last December. 

The chancellor presented a coalition 
cabinet made up of four centrists, four 
nationalists, two members of the Ger- 
many peoples party and one nonparty 
member. The centrist contingent in- 
cluded a representative of the Bavarian 
peoples party which represents its right 
wing. 

Dr. Otto Gessler, minister of defense 
in the last Marx cabinet, who repre- 
sents no particular party, will retain 
his portfolio. It was criticism of his 
administration of the ministry that 
largely led to the adverse vote against 
the Marx cabinet in December. For 
eign Minister Stresemann also is re- 
tained. 

The new coalition will command 248 
votes in the reichstag, while the oppo-

COURT STOPS FORD'S 
USE OF PAINT SPRAY 


Brush Is Declared Violation of 
Patent; Accounting Is 
Ordered by Judge. 


San Francisco, Jan. 28 (By A. P.).— 
United States District Judge Frank H. 


Kerrigan today issued a permanent in- 
junction against the paint spraying de- 
vice used by the Ford Motors Co., on 
the ground that it is a patent infringe- 
ment. Attorneys for the plaintiff said 
that “there is a very large amount of 
money involved.” 

The plaintiffs are the Alliance Securi- 
ties Co., of San Francisco, owners of 
the Blake F. Hopkins patent on a paint- 
spraying brush. The patent device, 
they contended, is also incorporated 
into the brushes now being used to 
paint Ford automobiles, thus constitut- 
ing a basic patent violation by the de- 
fendant company. 

The court instructed that a full ac- 
counting should be had before a mas- 
ter in chancery to determine the 
amount due the securities company. 
Counsel for the plaintiff company ven- 
tured the assertion that “while it will 
not run into the millions, it will be a 
very large amount.” 

Evidence showed that the adoption 
of the device by the Ford Co. was of 
comparatively recent origin. 


“Whispering Gallery” 
Author Wins Action 


London, Jan. 28 (By A. P.).—Hesketh 
Pearson was acquitted by a jury today 
of the charge of obtaining £225 from 
the John Lane Publishing Co. under 
false pretenses by claiming that his 
book, “The Whispering Gallery,” was 
written from the diary of Sir Rennell 
Rodd. Pearson admitted that he wrote 
the book himself and that Sir Rennell 
was not involved, but declared he as- 
sumed th® publishers knew the true 
situation. 

Because of its alleged revelations 
concerning prominent personages, ‘“‘The 
Whispering Gallery” caused a sensation. 
It was withdrawn from publication in 
England within 24 hours, due to ques- 
tions as to its authenticity.

New York, Jan. 28 (By A. P.).—Prince

Mexican War Survivor Dies, 102. 

Bandera, Tex., Jan. 28 (By A. P.).— 
Amasa Clark, 102 years old, one of the 
'few surviving veterans of the Mexican 
-war of 1846, died at his home here to- 
day. He was one of the early stage 
drivers before railroads entered Texas. 
Clark was born in New York. 


Democratic presidential aspirant he 
gave no hint of it to Ohio barristers 
here today.

Using the campaign against prohibi- 
tion as a smoke screen, “corrupt munic- 
ipal politics is making a concerted and 
nation-wide drive,’’ to control national 
politics, Mr. McAdoo said. 

He declared the United States, in 
continued flouting of ‘prohibition laws, 
is approaching “the slippery path to 
anarchy.” 

The country’s problem, he said, is 
to “resist the debasement of its civili- 
zation at the hands of machine poli- 
ticians, whether they come in the guise 
of Republicans or Democrats.” 

Two “great municipal bosses,” he as- 
serted, “‘tried to gain control of the

Against Dry Law Repeal. 


In an address which consisted of a 
structure of arguments for prohibition 
and against the repeal of the eighteenth 
amendment, the former candidate for 
the Democratic presidential nomina- 
tion asserted the question of law and 
order is one of the gravest confronting 
the nation, and that the root of law- 
lessness and disorder is the attitude 
of those who take the constitutional 
inhibition against liquor lightly. 

The return of legalized liquor, he de- 
clared, would not affect a remedy for 
the crime wave, because, he contended, 
prohibition has had nothing to do 
with the increase of deeds of violence. 

That, he asserted, has been predi- 
cated on growing disrespect for law, 
and the only “way out is the path of 
duty and obedience to thé law.” 

The only lawful way to change the 
Constitution, he pointed out is by 


the nature of a repeal or modification 
of the one in question. He charged 
those who seek a shorter cut to legal- 
ized liquor with being nullificationists. 

New York and Montana, in repealing 
their State prohibition enforcement 
laws, have taken action which is voided 
by the express words of the eighteenth 
amendment, he contended. He placed 
Maryland, which never enacted an en- 
forcement code, in the ranks of nulli- 
ficationists. 

In all such cases, he said, the remedy 
lies with the Federal government. 

“It is for the President,” he con- 
tinued, “‘to report the situation to Con- 
gress and to request the necessary ap- 
propriations and measures to enable 
him to enforce the Constitution and 
laws of the United States in such nulli- 
fication or recalcitrant States.” 

Such measures would not have to 
take the form of force, but could con- 
sist of a sufficiently organized Federal 
police power, was his contention. 

He lashed out at the movement to 
have States repeal their enforcement 
laws as a campaign to induce the people 
of the country to accomplish results, 
“by openly and frankly violating and 
disregarding the highest law of the 
land.”’ 

No Choice for Enforcement. 


He declared the eighteenth amend- 
ment by its very wording leaves no 
choice for State legislatures or Congress 
in the matter of providing enforcement 
laws. 

“It is itself, a positive prohibition, 
operating by its inherent force to pro- 
hibit absolutely the manufacture, sale 
or transportation of intoxicating liquors 
within the United States. 

“There are only two questions which 
properly can be considered by the 
American people at the present time 
consistently with the principles of their 
established institutions, and those are 
first, whether they desire to repeal or 
modify the eighteenth amendment by 
the means provided in the Constitution; 
and second, unless and until such re- 
peal or modification is affected, what 
duties and obligations under the eight- 
eenth amendment, rest upon. the 
different departments of the Federal 
and State governments. What action 
by those governments is lawful under 
the amendment and what would be 
unlawful and unconstitutional? 

“There are two outstanding symp- 
toms of lawlessness and disorder in the 
country,” he said. He listed one as the 
campaign against the eighteenth 
amendment and the other as the pre- 
valence of crime. 

“The most disquieting feature of the 
prohibitoin question,” he declared, ‘‘is 
the failure on the part of public offi- 
cials to realize or live up to their con- 
stitutional obligations under the eight- 
eenth amendment. 

“Regulated, unregulated or absolutely 
prohibited, the liquor traffic is the very 
heart and center of the spider’s web 
of corruption, dishonesty and derelic- 
tion of public duties, which has for s0 
long undermined the effectiveness of 
popular institutions throughout a large 
part of the nation.”

Of Ouzounovitch Out 


Belgrade, Jugoslavia, Jan. 28/(By A. 
P.).—Premier Nikola Ouzounovitch 
submitted the resignation of the cabi- 
net to King Alexander today. The 
resignation followed refusal of the fac- 
tion of the cabinet headed by Paul 
Raditch, minister of agrarian reform, 
to vote for the radical candidate for a 
post on the war indemnities commis- 
sion. 


The retiring cabinet was formed De- 
cember 25 last by Premier Ouzouno- 
vitch after several failures. His pre- 
vious cabinet had resigned as a protest 
against the treaty recently signed’ be- 
tween Italy and Albania.

Los Angeles, Jan. 28 (By A. P.).— 
Mrs. Elizabeth Bowen Pollard obtained 
a divorce here today from Harry “Snub” 
Pollard, when she charged that the film 
comedian was susceptible to blondes, 
but not in his own home.

BEARS ARE IN PANIC 
VISIONING A CORNEA 
IN WHEELING STOCK 


Common Forced Up 11 Points, 
While Merger Plans Are 
Widely Rumored. 


“SHORT” BORROWERS 
CHARGED A BIG FEE 


Banks Aid in Arranging Loans 
by Long Interests Upon 
Sensing Danger. 


New York, Jan. 28 (By A. P.).— 
Visions of a “corner” in the common 
stock of the Wheeling & Lake Erie 
railroad went careening through the 
minds of panic-stricken “bear’’ traders 
in that issue of the New York Stock 
Exchange today, causing a sensational 
advance of 11 points, and losses esti- 
mated at “upward of $1,500,000” for 
unfortunate speculators. The stock, 
traded in the regular way, touched a 
record high price of $65 a share, as 
against a low of $27.50 earlier in the 
month, but one cash transaction took 
place at $65.50 a share. It closed at 59. 

The urgent retreat of the short in- 
terest followed an unexpected demand 
for delivery of stock certificates by 
brokers who recently have been accu- 
mulating the stock for reasons not dis- 
closed but believed to involve merger 
plans of some sort. 

No “corner” actually developed as 
borrowed stock for making deliveries 
against short sales was available all 
day, but the unusually high premium 
of 1 per cent, or $1 a share on a day, 
was charged for this privilege. 


Bankers Sense Danger. 


Inasmuch as there are only 336,424 
shares of common stock outstanding, 
and as this week’s transactions alone 
are believed to have exceeded that 
figure, the giant specter of a possible 
“corner” terrified bear traders in the 
issue when prices began to soar. Bank- 
| ers, sensing the danger of the situation, 


} 
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| are believed to have been instrumental 
lin arranging for the release of suffi- 
| cient stock by “long” holders to cover 
“short” sales. When the 2:15 p. m. 
“deadline” was reached, by which time 
all deliveries of stocks against the 
previous day’s sales must be made, all 
stock called for had been delivered so 
that no forced buying-in “under the 
rule” was necessary. 

The persistent demand for the Wheel- 
ing stocks since the first of the year has 
been shrouded in mystery. The road 
has been mentioned, at various times, 
as a possible link in several proposed 
consolidations, including the “Nickel 
Plate,” New York Central, Pittsburgh 
& West Virginia and the _ so-called 
Loree Fifth Eastern Trunk Line sys- 
tem. The identity of the recent buy- 
ers has not been revealed, but some of 
it has been traced to Cleveland sources, 
other than the Van Sweringens. 

Voting control of the road rests with 
the Rockefeller interests, who own sub- 
stantially all of the prior preference 
stock on which there are arrears of over 
70 per cent in dividends. In view of 
the fact that no dividends have been 
paid since the road was reorganized in 
1916, and that the road’s earnings, 
while steadily improving, apparently do 
not justify the recent increase from 
$9,251,660 to $21,867,560 in the market 
value of the outstanding common 
stock, the advance has been stubbornly 
contested. by “bear” traders who felt 
that the price was out of line with 
other railroad securities. 
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Virginia Suspect Held 
By New York Police 


New York, Jan. 28 (By A. P.).—Ar- 
thur Kupsnecker, whom the police be- 
lieve was implicated in a series of 
safe-breaking jobs in Virginia during 
the past year, was held by police today 
as a fugitive from justice pending ar- 
raignment on a warrant from the chief 
of police at Norfolk, Va. Kupsnecker 
was arrested in front of the Marshall 
Stillman club, an organization for re- 
claiming ex-convicts after a witness to 
a burglary last December in Norfolk is 
said to have identified his picture. 

Police believe Kupsnecker is one of 
three men who bound a watchman in a 
coffee house at Portsmouth, Va., and 
rifled the safe of jewelry and cash. 
Subsequently the gang performed six 
other “jobs,” police said.

Queen Helena and Princesses Mafalda 
and Maria arrived by special train 
from Rome today to be present at the 
palace here when Princess Yolanda, 
wife of the Count Carlo Galvi di Ber- 
golo, again becomes a mother.

TORN PICTURE OF MAN 
BESIDE GIRL, SHOT DEAD 


Photo, Say Police, Is That of 
New Yorker Known in 
Night Life. 


MODEL’S DEATH PUZZLES 


New York, Jan. 28 (By A. P.).—A 20- 
year-old model, Marion Hunt, was 
found shot to death on the porch of 
her home today and the torn photo- 
graph of a man known to New York's 
night life found beside her led police 
to investigate the theory that she had 
been just another “Broadway butterfly” 
who had fiown too near the flame. 

A policeman on his way to work in 
Queen’s village this morning found the 
body. There was a bullet wound in the 
girl’s temple and nearby was a small 
pistol. On the steps were scattered the 
fragments of a man’s photograph. 

The house was that of Mrs. Mary 
Pettinger, the girl’s sister. They made 
their home together. Mrs. Pettinger 
said Marion had not been home for 
several days. 

The torn photograph was pieced to- 
gether and recognized by detectives as 
that of a man they said was widely 
known in Broadway night life. They 
concealed his identity, saying they 
would question him, and if he were 
shown to have had any connection with 
the affair his name would be made 
known. 

Although 25 detectives worked on the 
case all day it had not been determined 
tonight whether the shooting was acci- 
dental, a suicide, or a murder. No one 
could be found who heard the shot. 
Mrs. Pettinger could assign no motive 
for suicide. She said that the girl had 
taken poison several months ago, but 
believed it to have been an accident and 
not an attempt at suicide.

Shanghai, Jan. 28.—The censorship at 
Hankow suppresses the details of an 
outrage upon American Consul Butter- 
ick, which Consul General Lockhart 
doubtless has reported to Washington. 
While on his way from his lodging to 
the consulate he was attacked by a 
mob, presumably mistaken for a Briton, 
and manhandled. 

The Cantonese finance minister, 
Soong, was attacked at Hankow by rall- 
way employes who had not been paid 
for a long time, and publicly paraded 
through the streets, which in China is 
a terrible disgrace.

Forty days He fasted dnd prayed; for 
self-denial in the lesser desires of the 
flesh strengthens the spirit for the 
great emergencies. In rapt communion 
with the Father, Jésus fortified Himself 
for the great test. The Christian who 
neglects prayer and Scripture is not 
the one best able to resist the on- 
slaughts of the tempter. 

Three times Jesus was assailed by a 
great “If’—for all temptation roots 
down into a questioning of God’s word 
and God's love. “If Thou be the Son 
of God, command that these stones 
be made bread’’—thkis was the old ap- 
peal of physical appetite, striking the 
hungry Jesus at what seemed His weak- 
est point. 

“If Thou wilt bow down to me and 
worship me”’—this was the appeal to 
reach the Master’s soul by a short cut 
of compromise. It was the temptation 
to evade the bitterness of Gethsemane 
and Calvary. 

“If Thou be the Son of God, cast 
Thyself down’’—this was the appeal to 
pride and presumption and to a need-

REV. F. E. SEYMOUR 
TQ LEAD LECTURES 


Course to Follow Up Work of 
Bishops’ Crusade at 
St. Mark’s. 


The Rev. Frederick E. Seymour, edu- 
cational secretary of the Episcopal 
Church in the diocese of Pennsylvania, 
has been chosen as the leader for a 


course of lectures on “Christian Wor- 
ship and the Prayer Book,” which will 
be delivered in the new parish hall of 


St. Mark’s church beginning at 8 p. m.. 


Monday. This course is a contribution 
by the department of religious educa- 
tion of the diocese of Washington to 
the “follow-up” featire of the bishops’ 
crusade. 

Several years ago the national de- 
partment of religiousgeducation of the 
Episcopal Church organized the Na- 
tional Accredited Teachers association 
and arranged a series of courses as 
requisites for membership in the asso- 
ciation. Persons who complete four 
specified courses in teacher training are 
eligible to membership in the third 
class of the association. To advance 
from the third to the second class it 
is necessary to complete four more 
courses, some of which are required 
and some elective. 

The successful completion of twelve 
courses of the approved curriculum 
entitles the member to a diploma from 


the association. Three persons in the 
diocese of Washington now hold di- 
plomas, namely: Mrs. Enoch M. Thomp- 
son, Miss Anna H. Lander and Mrs. W.

With this state of affairs secrecy 
has been an all important note. 


Field df Selection Narrowed. 


Any number of names are mentioned 
in public discussion of possible ap- 
pointees, it is pointed out, but when 
the appointment is made he is found 
to have been none of them. This re- 
sults, it is said, in any opposition either 
having to remain silent or carry a fight 
before the Senate. And the fact that 
these fights are developing has further 
narrowed the President’s selective field. 
Qualified men are reluctant to permit 
the use of their names, it is pointed 
out, when there is the possibility that 
a nomination will bring a storm out 
of the past. 

The condition would be removed, 
members of the House and Senate Dis- 
trict committees say, if the President’s 
probable appointment were permitted 
to leak out in the nature of a feeler 
a few days before the formal announce- 
ment. 

On behalf of the President, however, 
it is pointed out that he has so much 
trouble in finding local appointees that 
when he gets one after,an exhaustive 
search he is not in the mood to delay, 
but rather is inclined to place the 
mantle on him at once.

CHINA’S ATTITUDE. 

The public statement by Minister Sze, 
of China, ought to pave the way to nego- 
tiations between the foreign powers and 
China. It remarkable statement, 
distinguished by the courtesy and frank- 
ness that always characterize the utter- 
ances Chineses authorities. While 
giving unmistakable warning that the old 
rule of foreign aggression will no longer 
be tolerated by China, the statement con- 
veys assurances of 
China’s desire to live on friendly terms 
with all nations, to fulfill all international 
obligations, and to treat foreigners with 
hospitality.

Minister Sze makes two all-important 
suggestions, one “especially concerning 
the United States and the other concern- 
ing Great Britain. He intimates that 
Secretary Kellogg’s recent statement re- 
garding China is not sufficiently specific. 
He asks the United States to define its 
policy. Is it ready to negotiate a.new 
’ treaty which shall supersede the present 
antiquated treaties? If so, the Chinese 
Minister would like to have the assurance 
given in plain and simple language. He 
states that the Chinese factions are will- 
ing and ready to negotiate. 

From China comes the report that the 
people are asking why the United States 
does not scrap the old treaties. Minister 
Sze knows, of course, that the President 
can not abrogate treaties in such an off- 
hand fashion. - But the President has 
power to negotiate a new treaty which, 
when ratified, would supersede the old 
treaties. 

Evidently the Peking and Cantonese 
governments are in a position to confer 
plenipotentiary upon delegates 
for the purpose of negotiating new trea- 


powers 


_ ties. China is a unit, in other words, upon 
the fundamental proposition of bringing 
about a new relationship with foreign 
powers on the basis of equality and recog- 
nition of China’s complete sovereignty. 
Thus it appears that the point made by 
Secretary Kellogg and others, to the ef- 
fect that the powers do not know with 
whom to deal in China, can be seitled 
quickly and satisfactorily by an an- 
nouncement that the powers are ready to 
negotiate on the basis demanded by the 
Chinese people. It is the lack of this as- 
surance which is keeping the situation in 
a turmoil, and not the inability of China 
to clothe negotiators with full powers 
binding upon the Chinese nation. 

Minister Sze’s reference to the “provo- 
cative and dangerous” action of foreign 
powers in sending extraordinary forces 
to China is obviously directed at the Brit- 
ish government. The dispatches from 
China support him in his statement. The 
Cantonese army leaders look with grave 
anxiety upon the assembling of such 
strong British forces at Shanghai, and 
assert that these forces are larger than 
are necessary for defensive purposes. If 
the foreign powers should fail to take 
teps in the direction of new treaty ar- 
rangements, while accumulating military 
and naval strength at Shanghai, the Chi- 
nese people will naturally assume that the 
old game of aggression in the guise of 
defense is to be attempted again. The 
rapid coalition of all Chinese forces 
against foreign powers would probably 
follow. 

The one outstanding feature of the 
Chinese situation is the determination 
and ability of the Chinese people to make 
their nation free from foreign control. 
Heretofore they have had the wish but 
not the power to free themselves. Now

The Senate amendment authorizes the ex- 
penditure of $1,700,000 for the land to be 
It will doubtless be the site which 
was tentatively chosen for the building many 
years ago, or about the time that the Library 
of Congress was completed. At that time a 
commission of Congress recommended the 
erection of .a ‘“‘justice building’’ on the prop- 
erty facing the east front of the Capitol and 
immediately north of the library. It was the 
idea to “‘round out’’ the surroundings of the 
Capitol with the two office buildings, which 
have since been erected for the Senate and 
the House, and to complete the eastern en- 
semble by the construction of a building for 
the Supreme Court and the Department of 
Justice, which would harmonize perfectly with 
the Library building. 

The program was carried so far as to author- 
ize the employment of an architect to make 
the preliminary plans, which were made and 
submitted. They showed a rather ornate build-, 
ing, and as the design was made by one of the 
architects who originally designed the Library 
of Congress it was naturally as nearly a dupli- 
cate of that building, so far as the elevations 
were concerned, as the interior necessities 
would permit. 

These sketches are doubtless still in exist- 
ence and easily available for use as guides to 
those who may be chosen to prepare plans’ for 
the court building, but as styles in govern- 
mental structures have materially changed 
during the years which have elapsed since it 
was first proposed to build a ‘“‘justice building,”’ 
they may never be used. One thing is cer- 
tain, however, and that is the government will 
find itself compelled to pay at least twice as 
much for the site as the amount asked for the 
lands twenty years ago. When it comes to 
construction—well, common labor commanded 
$1.25 to $1.50 per day then, and gets three 
times as much now. 

The cost of the new home for the Supreme 
Court will certainly be at least three times 
what it would have been had the original 
program been carried out in the days when

A POINTER FOR THE POLICE. 


Burglars who have found ‘such easy picking 
the Washington stores and apartment 
houses during the last few weeks are probably 
better posted as to the strength and distribu- 
tion of the Washington police force than are 
the law-abiding residents of the Capital. They 
have shown by the success of their raids that 
they must have accurate knowledge of the 
whereabouts of the police. 

The total personnel of the Metropolitan 
police force is 1,346. Of this number 762 are 
foot patrolmen, 75 motorcyclists, 25 mounted 
(horseback) patrolmen, 32 bicycle men, 40 de- 
tective sergeants, 14 precinct detectives. 47 
drivers and 98 ‘“‘traffic corner men.’ There 
are three clerks and three patrol drivers as- 
to headquarters, and

A NEGLECTED PROFESSION. 

The disappearance of the horse from city 
streets and the substitution of tractors for 
teams on the farms have reacted upon educa- 
tion to a decided degree. The Department of 
Agriculture notes that the number of veterin- 
ary colleges shows a very material falling off 
in recent years, with a consequent shortage in 
the number of applicants for positions under 
the bureau of animal industry. 

The veterinarian of today is a different 
being from the old-time horse doctor. Then 
any farmer who could dose a cow suffering 
from milk fever, or knew how to fire a spavin 
on the left hind leg of Old Dobbin called him- 
self a ‘‘vet.’’ 

jradually State legislatures took note of 
the medical and surgical treatment of domestic 
animals, and one after another the States pre- 
scribed the qualifications required of those 
who applied for licenses to practice the vet- 
erinary art. Colleges authorized to confer de- 
grees sprung up all over the country. But 
the automobile and the tractor have materially 
jJessened the number of animals which formed 
the ‘‘clientele’’ of the well-trained doctors, 
and the falling off in the institutions for their 
education has been steady. Dr. Mohler re- 
ports that the total number! of ‘such educa- 
tional institutions in the Ugited States last 
year had fallen to thirteen, with one in Can- 


ada. These fourteen veterinary colleges en- 
rolled only 582 students, while the number 
who completed the required four-year course 
and were graduated was only 132, or 11 less 
than in 1925. ‘ 

‘ Since the enactment.of the meat inspection 
law of 1906 there has been a constant and 
steadily growing need, for qualified veterin- 
arians, as well as in the forces employed in the 
Department of Agriculture in disease control 
work. When it is understood that the bureau 
of. animal industry alone employs about 1,350

POLICE COURT CONGESTION, 
some time ago the District commissioners 
appointed a special committee to study the pos- 
sibilities of the magistrate court system for 
Washington, with the idea in view of obtain- 
ing relief for the crowded police court. The 
committee decided that the minor courts in 
police station houses contemplated in the 
magisterial system were unsuited for the Capi- 
tal, but recommended instead a combination 
of the municipal and police court judges by 
enlarging the jurisdiction of the municipal 
court to take over in slack periods police court 
work, 

Acting upon this recommendation, and at the 
request of the commissioners, Chairman Zihl- 
man of the House District committee has in- 
troduced a bill providing for the combination. 
There are nine judges of the miunicipal court 


and four of the police court, and should they 
that the superintendent of: police | 


be empowered to interchange their positions, 
considerable relief should be obtained. 

The commissioners have asked for imme- 
diate action on the legislation, and it is certain 
that the District committee will make every 
effort hasten its consideration. There 
should be no disposition toward delay. Con- 
ditions in police court are admittedly bad, and 
although the Zihlman bill can afford at best 
only temporary relief, even that should not be 
delayed. Eventually, of course, legislation will 
have to be enacted to provide the District a 
permanent system of minor courts commen- 
surate with the size of the city and equal to its 
needs.

THE LOST BALLOON. 
According to dispatches from Moscow, it 
seems certain that the brilliant young pilot, 
Flight Commander Garakandidze, has been 
frozen to death in the clouds. He set sail last 
Sunday in a giant military balloon, dressed in 
light clothing and without the customary 
equipment of wind-proof garments and felt 
boots, with the mercury at fifteen degrees be- 
low zero, For more than an hour he circled 
the city, and finally observers noticed that he 
was making unintelligible signs with his hands. 
This was the first portent of disaster, for al- 
most immediately the gas bag began an er- 
ratic course, and was carried swiftly away by 
the strong wind. No trace of the balloon has 
been found, although the government has 
broadcast appeals far and wide to the popu- 
lace to be on the lookout for the missing bal- 
loon. 

The tragic tale suggests the stories of ithe 
Flying Dutchman, a ship which under com- 
mand of Capt. Philip Vanderdeycken was lost 
in the Sargasso sea many years ago. From 
time to time, however, it appeared to seafar- 
ing men as a ghost ship, with all sails flying 
and with every meniber of its supernatural 
crew at his post. The Flying Dutchman would 
sail across the path of vision of the deck watch, 
but before he could give the alarm she would 
disappear into the mists, and all trace of her 
would be lost until the performance was re- 
peated at a later date, in another location. 

Perhaps the craft of Flight ‘Commander 
Garakandidze will become the Flying Dutch- 
man of the air, to appear as an omen of dis- 
aster to airmen, as her precursor on the seas

The testimony, which brought up in- 
cidents alleged to have occurred more 
than 30 years ago, was heard by a 
crowded courtroom. Among the spec- 
tators were Lady Milner, Lord Philli- 
mor, Sir Arthur Wing Pinero and the 
Earl of Malmesbury. 

Mr. Birkett asked Capt. Wright if he 
had ever made any inquiries into the 
truth of his allegations that the elder 
Gladstone was father of an illegitimate 
son or that he had been intimate with 
the noted French actress, Brassine. 


One Charge Withdrawn. 


“Why should I?” Wright asked. Later, 
however, he withdrew his suggestion of 
the existence of an illegitimate son. 

When Mr. Birkett called attention 
that the alleged intrigue with Brassine 
had occurred when Gladstone was 72 
years old, Capt. Wright replied: 

“That’s the astonishing thing about 
Gladstone. He had these affairs be- 
tween 70 and 80.” 

Mr. Birkett then took up Capt. 
Wright’s assertions that the elder Glad- 
stone had been intimate with Olga 
Novikoff, a beautiful Russian girl. He 
said that the man whom Capt. Wright 
had cited as his informant would deny 
the story attributed to him and fur- 
thermore that the elder Mr. Gladstone’s 
complete correspondence with Mlle. 
Novikoff from 1873 to 1898 did not con- 
tain the slightest hint of impropriety. 

Capt. Wright nevertheless main- 
tained that the elder Gladstone was an 
“archhumbug” and had ¢onnived in the 
illicit relationship between Charles 
Stewart Parnell, the Irish statesman, 
and Mrs. O’Shea, a relationship which 
led to Parnell’s political downfall. 

His charges against Gladstone, said 
Capt. Wright, were primarily concerned 
with the latter’s “hypocricy” and sec- 
ondarily with his immorality. He cited 
the late Henry Labouchere as saying: 
“If Gladstone had been unexpectedly 
caught with a fifth ace up his sleeve, 
he would say the holy ghost put it 
there.”’ 

During his testimony, Capt. Wright 
expressed regret for bringing into the 
case the name of Lilly Langtry, the 
celebrated English actress, who now is 
Lady De Bathe. 

Trial of the libel suit was adjourned 
until next Tuesday.

The 
White House regards the purport of 
the Kellogg statement to be that the 
United States is perfectly willing to 
enter into negotiations if that can be 
agreed upon. 

Coolidge Opposes Evacuation. 


Mr. Coolidge was represented a8 Op- 
posed to any present plan to evacuate 
Americans from Shanghai, where 4,000 
American citizens are engaged in busi- 
ness and have property. If the foreign- 
ers were to evacuate Shanghai, the 
spokesman said, the result would be 
very disastrous to the Chinese people 
there. Furthermore, the President is 
understood to be convinced that the 
Chinese government will do what it 
can to protect Americans, and the pur- 
pose of American forces in Chinese 
waters, it was added, is to take ,care of 
our people as best we can. 

Representative Porter, chairman of the 
House foreign affairs committee, who 
is pressing his resolution asking that 
China be freed from foreign control, 
yesterday made public the report of 
his committee, in favor of the resolu- 
tion. 

“Practically all the American cul- 
tural, financial and missionary inter- 
ests having relations with China,” the 
report states, “‘are united in support of 
this resolution as appears from the 
testimony. These interests have finan- 
cial investments in China amounting to 
a total of not less than $150,000,000.” 

The report points out that Dr. Sze, 
th: Chinese Minister, represents the re- 
public of China and would be’in a po- 
sition to speedily arrange for negotia- 
tions. 

“Nothing is to be gained and much 
may be lost by inaction,” the report 
states. 


Chinese Minister’s Statement. 


The Chinese Minister’s formal state- 
ment is as follows: 

“IT have been asked what are my 
views with reference to Mr. Kellogg’s 
statement of yesterday. You all ap- 
preciate that in my position it is 
rather delicate for me to comment on 
any statement made by the Secretary 
of State. Perheps it is better if I state 
as briefly as possible my own position. 

“First of all I wish to assure the 
public positively and without qualifica- 
tion that China is not antiforeign. All 
she wants is the right to govern her- 
self free from foreign intimidation or 
interference. She does not ask for any- 
thing that does not rightfuily belong 
to her. She will give every protection 
in her power to foreign residents who 
choose to come to China, provided that 
they come in the same way as they go 


to other countries in Europe and 
America—that is, they will treat and

ture, Mr. Eugene Chen issued a public 
statement on the 24th of this month. 
Mr. V. K. Wellington Koo, on behalf 
of the Peking government, appealed to 
the United States last Monday to com- 
mence negotiations for new treaties. 
So the Chinese have stated their posi- 
tion. 

“I personally urge that the powers 
themselves should declare in irrevoca- 
ble terms and unconditionally the 
terminating of all unequal treaties and 
negotiate forthwith new treaties on an 
equal and reciprocal basis. 


Should Name Delegations. 


“To evidence their desire for nego- 
tiating they should make their posi- 
tion clear and in simple language. 
The foreign governments should con- 
firm their readiness to negotiate by 
naming their delegations. China is 
just as much interested to know the 
composition of the foreign delegations 
as they seem to be anxious to know 
the composition of the Chinese dele- 
gation. 

“I would not be frank if I did not 
tell you that the Chinese people are 
asking why the foreign powers should 
send fleets, troops and marines in 
numbers greatly exceeding the needs 
for purely protective purposes. We 
agree with public opinion expressed in 
this country that such huge. expedi- 
tions are ‘provocative and dangerous.’ 
If there is ever a time when all provo- 
cation or challenge, whether inter- 
tional or untintentional, should be 
avoided by all the parties, it is cer- 
tainly the present. 

“As far as I can see, the Chinese 
nation is ready to negotiate with any 
power singly for new treaty or treaties 
that will place its relations with other } 
powers on a basis of equality and mu- | 
tual respect, and I repeat that we have 
no desire to discriminate against any- 
body but on the contrary we wish to 
give everybody security and protection 
on a new basis.”

Republican leaders yet have to de- | 
termine what their attitude toward | 
the resolution will be.

After Vice President Dawes ruled out 
the Harrison corporation tax amend- 
ment the §184,000,000 deficiency bill 
was passed.

Calls Scott Meeting in City 
Evidence of Propaganda 
for Intervention. 


THREATENED, HE ASSERTS 


(By the Associated Press.) 
Charges that the Knights of Colum- 
have sought to embroil the United 
States in a war with Mexico were re- 
nhewed in the Senate yesterday by Sen- 
ator Heflin, of Alabama. 


Replying to a speech delivered at a 
Knights of Columbus meeting here 
Thursday night: by Joseph Scott, a Los 
Angeles lawyer, the senator said that 
the meeting itself was an evidence that 
the Catholic organizatipn is spending 
money to spread propaganda through- 
out the United States to cause inter- 
vention in Mexico. 

Although Mr. Scott has said in his 
speech that he was opposed to war, 
Senator Heflin continued, he had aided 
in preparation of the resolutions adopt- 
ed by the Philadelphia convention of 
the Knights of Columbus, which 
“bristled with war.” 

The senator said that the real trouble 
in Mexico grew out of the refusal of 
Roman Catholics to submit to govern- 
mental regulation under the flag of 
Mexico. What the Catholic Church does 
in Mexico, he added, is no business of 
this country, but is an internal affair 
for Mexico to settle for herself. 

The only reply to the speech came 
from two of Senator Heflin’s Democratic 
colleagues. When the Alabaman said 
that he had “received letters from a 
hundred highly intelligent men and 
women telling me that if I couldn’t be 
silenced any other way, they would do it 
by poison, with a bullet or by other 
means,” Senator Copeland, of New York, 
interrupted to suggest that the army, 
navy and marine corps be called out 
“to protect the precious life of the 
senator from Alabama.” 

“The army will not be used to protect 
me and neither will it be used to uphold 
the Catholic Church in Mexico,” said 
Heflin. “You can’t laugh this situation 
off. It is too deeply imbedded in the 
minds of the people.” 

Senator Broussard, of Louisiana, in- 
terrupted when Heflin declared that 
one person had written him that the 
Knights of Columbus was “the stand- 
ing army of the Pope.” 

“Does the Senator from Alabama sub- 
scribe to that statement” asked the 
Louisiana Senator. 

“I don’t know whether it is true or 
not,” replied Heflin. 

“I am a Knight of Columbus,” re- 
turned Broussard. “In ’98 I answered 
the call of my country and went to fight 
against a Catholic country, and I think 
we demonstrated our loyalty.” 

Senator Heflin concluded by renew- 
ing his atts<x on some of his magazine 
and newpaper critics.

The late Dr. Ernest Pendelton Ma- 
gruder, of Washington, it was learned 
here yesterday, has been awarded t- 
humously the cross of the Royal Order 
of St. Sava by the Serbian government 
for sacrificing his life in fighting the 
typhus scourge in that country follow- 
ing the world war. 

Magruder was well known in 
Washington and before the war was 
professor of surgery at the Georgetown 
university medical school. He gr 
uated from Georgetown college itn 1889 
and completed his medical course at 
Johns Hopkins university and George 
Washington university. 

The announcement of the award was 
made by Dr. Edgar Erskine Hume, lieu- 
tenant colonel in the army medical 
corps, who was American Red Cross 
commissioner in Serbia at the time and 
has just returned to this country from 
duty in China, Dr. Magruder was a 
major during the war and lost his life 
from typhus while fighting the disense.

Birmingham, England, Jan. 29 (By A. 
P.).—Coming authoritatively from Sir 
Austen Chamberlain. secretary for for- 
eign affairs, Great Britain's proposals 
looking for a settlement of the Chi- 
nese problem were outlined to the pub- 
lic tonight.

House Committee Cuts 
School Fund to $11,999,046 


Reduces Budget Estimates 


$345,655, Including $220,000 


Decrease in Amount Recommended for, New . 
Buildings—Denies 74 Additional Teachers. 


Responding to statements of civic 
workers recently that the “saturnalia 
of spending” for schools should be 
halted and that, instead, the available 
money should be administered “more 
wisely,” the House appropirations com- 
mittee lopped a total of $345,655 from 
the budgetary school estimates in re- 
porting the District supply bill to the 
House yesterday. It denied funds for 
74 additional teachers and refused al) 
of the building “authorizations” recom- 
mended by the budget. 

The $345,655 reduction included a 
$220,000 decrease in the amount rec- 
ommended ‘for new bulldings. A total 
of $121,000 had been sought for the 
new teachers. 

School estimates submitted by the 
bureau totaled $12,344,701, mere than 
one-third of the total District bill, while 
the amount favored by the committee 
was $345,655 less, or $11,999,046. 

Concerning the refusal to grant funds 
for the 74 additional teachers, the sub- 
ccmmittee, headed by Representative 
Funk, of Illinois, said: 

“Apart from the administrative and 
supervisory officers, of whom there are 


186, appropriations are available today | 


for the employment of 2,656 teachers 
At the present time 2,620 are on the 
rolls. It is expected that 36 will need 
to be added in February.

HERO GIVEN $800,000 
33 YEARS AFTER FEAT 


‘Baptist Minister; Who Saved 
2 Girls Swept From Ship, 


| ls Left Estate.

Houston, Tex., Jan. 29.—An almost 
unbelievable reward for heroism has 
come to Dr. Frank E. Clark, 64-year-old 
Baptist minister, out of the past of 33 
years ago. For today Mr. Clark let it 
be. known that he has been willed 
$800,000, chiefly in California and 
Hawaiian island real estate, as a re- 
ward for saving two young girls from 
drowning in the Pacific in 1894. 

The money was left to him by Willard 
aBasett, who died in New York. Bas- 
sett received the money from his two 
granddaughters, whom Dr. Clark saved, 
and both of whom died before their 
grandfather.

Pointing out that the government 
had reduced its public debt below the 
$19,000,000,000 mark and now is more 
than $2,000,000,000 ahead of the debt 
retirement schedule, the President de- 
clared the nation was probably in the 
most fortunate financial condition of 
all the great hations of the world. 


“There are in this nation people 
who advocate policies which would 
place us in a militaristic attitude.” he 
said. “There are others who beguile 
themselves with a feeling of absolute 
safety and preach a doctrine of ex- 
treme pacifism. Both ‘of these are 
dangerous to our continued peace and 
prosperity.” 

Mr. Coolidge lauded Congress for its 
unwavering support of the budget prin- 
ciples. He promised a “substantial sur- 
plus” for this' year and “e every hope 
for a surplus the next year.” 

“It is too early to forecast whether 
Or not there can be a further per- 
manent reduction in taxes in the near 
future,” he added. “We are waiting a 
test of the producing ability of the 
revenue act of 1926. But what we can. 
should and must do today is to keep 
a firm grasp on our expenditure pro- 
gram.” 

“There is not a home anywhere 
within the broad confines of this re- 
public which is not better off because 
| Of the services which you have rendered 
and the sacrifices which you have 
made,” the President said.
